COMBATTING HUNGER 
HARDEST FLOOD TASK 


Roads Must Be Repaired at 
Once to Move Supplies; 
Farmers Suffer. 


Waterbury, Vt., Nov. 7 (A.P.).—This 
village went under strict military rule 
today and stringent regulations were 
laid down. A detachment of the third 
Cavalry took complete charge of flood 
relief and repairs. 

They forebade eating in homes, mak- 

ing eating in the church compulsory. 
They also stopped the issuance of food 
to any but hoiders of official meal tick- 
ets. 
They intimated that there had been 
some attempts at looting, and bayonets 
appeared on the rifles of the street pa- 
trols. They raunded up a score of idle 
men and put them to enforced Jabor on 
the streets. 

Another warning was issued that 
failure to submit to inoculation for 
typhoid would result in four weeks in- 
carceration. Tonight 2,000 of the 3,000 
inhabitants had been inoculated. 

Plans proceeded to take all children 
out of town as quickly as possible in 
view of the possibility of pestilence. 

Steel cables were stretched across 
both Little River and the Winooski and 
food and clothing were sent across to 
the needy in the outlying districts. 

Food Rushed Through. 

Boston, Nov. 7 (A.P.).—Many agencies 
lending a helping hand in flood-dam- 
aged New England, with Vermont towns 
the chief objective, have turned from 
rescue to relief. Efforts to feed and 
clothe the sufferers bore increasing 
fruit today as those on the outside 
seeking to help the victims fought and 
won over many obstacles. 

Trucks supplemented the faster air- 
planes of slight carrying capacity which 
have played a lone hand in the first 
succor, flying with medicine and food 
to dozens of towns struck by the flood. 

There are no roads in many places 
for the trucks to use, but they pushed 
on anyway and relieved several acute 
where food was at a

White Russians in Shanghai 
Attack Soviet Group at 


Reception. 

Shanghai, Nov. 7 (A.P.).—Celebration 
here of the tenth anniversary of the 
Bolshevik revolution of 1917 was 
marked by an attack upon the Soviet 
Consulate by “White” Russians, with 
the resultant death of at least one per- 
son and the wounding of eleven oth- 
ers. 

The riot began during a reception in 
the consular building in honor of the 
anniversary. A group of White Rus- 
sians, representing the classes that 
were expelled afte: the Bolsheviks 
gained .control, gathered about the 
building. As the crowd grew and began 
surging toward the doors of the build- 
ing, some of its members hurling bricks 
at windows and attempting to break 
in the barred door, shots were fired 
from inside. 

When the first pistol shots failed to 
disperse the crowd, the aim was low- 
ered and individualist began to fall. 
Police said tonight that one man was 
killed and one woman and ten men 
were wounded. 

A large number of tourists and so- 
ciety folk gathered in the Astor House, 
which is a rendezvous for fashionable 
Europeans, were alarmed by the firing. 
Some of the bullets glanced from the 
sidewalk and hit the front of the hotel, 
but none of the-guests were injured. 

Most of the windows on the first and 
second floors of the consulate had been 


shattered by bricks before the inmates 
of the building began ‘shooting.

Generals Reyes and Garcia 
Face Firing Squads in 
, Vera Cruz Hills. 


DR. O’FARRELL — YIELDS 


Mexico City, Nov. 7 (A.P.).—Federal 
troops are rapidly cleaning up the rem- 
nants of the Gomez revolutionists in 
the mountains of Vera Cruz. Two 
more, Gen. Fernando Reyes, and Gen. 
Silviano Garcia, it was officially an- 
nounced tonight, have been captured 
and executed. Including Gomez him- 
self and the four executed about the 
same time, this brings the total to 
seven Gomez leaders who have faced 
the firing squad since Saturday. 

Reyes was a long-time revolutionist, 
who once fought with Villa. He had 
not been attached to the federal army 
in recent years, but joined the Gomez- 
Serrano movement. Garcia, for ten 
years, has been the leader of outlaw 
bands in the hills of Vera Cruz. Reyes 
and Garcia were captured near where 
Gomez was taken. 

Gen. Almeda, and Medina are being 
closely pursued by scouting parties 
under the federal general, Escobar, 
whose field operations have been di- 
rectly responsible for the sweeping de- 
feat of the revolutionary movement. 
With the exception of Almeda and Me- 
dina no rebels remain in the Vera Cruz 
region where Gomez carried on his ac- 
tivities. The federal government con- 
siders that the only task yet left to be 
accomplished is the scattering or kill- 
ing off of various groups of regular 
bandits. 

Official dnnouncement also was made 
that Dr. Jimenez O’Farrell, a Mexico 
City physician who—was in the field 
with Gomez, had voluntarily surren- 
dered. Prior to the execution of Gen. 
Gomez, the rebel leader pleaded in a 
letter for clemency in behalf of O’Far- 
rell, whom he said he had inveigled 
into the movement, merely as a 
physician and surgeon, declaring that 
he was innocent of any revolutionary 
conspiracy. 

Dr. O'Farrell is keing brought to 
Mexico City “to justify his conduct to 
the president of the republic.”

which, in part, said: 

“It seems to us that the continuance 
of the Federal excise tax upon auto-" 
mobiles represents discriminatory leg- 
islation against an article which today

“This is an uaspicious occasion,” re- 
marked Arthur Byron, the Compte, 
Raoul de Vriaac, as the opening line of 
“The Marquise,” the new play by Noel 
Coward, that marks the return of Billie 
Burke to the stage. Sure enough, as a 
sort of prophecy fulfillment, last night 
in the National Theatre proved itself to 
be just that—an auspicious occasion. 

Billie Burke’s return to the stage Is 
somewhat like a miracle—as if she had 
never been away. The same Billie 
Burke she is, save this time she steps 
as a beautiful memory out of the 
eighteenth century—all laughter, and 
lace, and loveliness. 

In “The Marquise,” Noel Coward, 
English playwright, far surpasses in ac- 
complishment many. of the high hopes 
held for him when, earlier, he gave to 
world avsfar different brand of 
drama. With remembrance, especially, 
of “The Vortex,” there is in this comedy 
none of the highly sensitive scenes that 
stamped his other work as exotic; not 
to mention other criticism. 

With the theater of the twentieth 
centry at hand, and particularly the 
appeal that manifests itself at Broad- 
way box offices, Coward easily uses the 
laxity of the eighteenth century morals 
to adorn his story—and they do that 
to a nicety. They are, forsooth, the base 
and structure of his delightful com- 
edy; a play, by the way, that had it 
been presented under the cloak of 
anonymity might easily be mistaken 
for a work of the talented Molnar. It 
has all the sophistication of the Hun- 
garian, with the cleverness and apti- 
tude for bon-mots of the English— 
a strange sort of commixture; but an 
engaging one.

ments. It also points out the value of 
a light touch when a gun-play story 
is in process of manufacture in these 
days of sophisticated theatergoers.

twenty years in stir This activity is 
carried on as a side issue to bootleg- 
ging, Chinese smuggling, murder and 
other minor infractions of Mexican and 
American laws. ; 
Mr. Chester DeVonde and Mr. Kil- 
bourn Gordon coauthors’ of the story, 
have miscalculated their theatric ef- 
fects to an extent that will prove fatal

Since the story is laid in picturesque 
Mexico, it might be well ‘ stress the 
stringed instruments and go in a bit 
stronger for Belasco effects similar to 
those utilized in “The Dove.”

The 
wicked personages of the melodrama 
are just a bit too wicked, and the vir- 
tuous are entirely too much so for 
Washington, or even New York, not to 
mention Tia Juana.

“Tia Juana” has its points. The dia- 
logue is frequently amusing. It bristles, 
in spots, with wise saws phrased in 
the vernacular of modern bootlegging 
and gun-play society. And even in its 
present form, it appeared to delight a 
majority of last night’s Judges. But it 
must be recast, rewritten and redi- 
rected if it is to hold its own against 
the flood of “Broadway,” “Spiders,” 
“Chicagos” and other thrillers that 
have set box office cash registers click- 
ing in recent months. It is, in short, 
a case of too much wickedness and not 
quite enough atmosphere. You can’t 
take your Tia Juana straight. It needs

“Hamlet” last night. have achieved 
something in a field where Much has 
been achieved before. To speed up the 
movement in one of the dramas of the 
Bard of Avon without committing the 
sacrilege of introducing jazz is to suc- 
ceed. where many have failed. Yet this 
is what has been done. The curtain 
went up on the platform of Elsinore 
at precisely 8:25 p. m., and descended 
on the hall in the castle with all the 
principals dead at 11:05. This was ac- 
complished by an almost total absence 
of intermissions and by strict attention 
to business. 

Discussion of the fine points of tech- 
nique is somewhat handicapped be- 
cause the management chose to place 
this particular reviewer in one of the 
mezzanine boxes which, as those famil- 
iar with the Washington Auditorium 
know, are roughly equivalent to the so- 
called stadium seats which Mr. Clarke 
Griffith erects in center field whenever 
his ball team participates in a world’s 
series.

It is true that in the 
first act before the ears became properly 
tuned in, Mr. Leiber’s reading of the 
title role seemed a bit mechanical at 
times but possibly that was due to 
static, for the impression wore off after 
the first few minutes. 

Then, too, in Act III, Scene 2, when 
Hamlet charges his mother with par- 
ticipation in the murder of his father, 
it seemed that Mr. Leiber’s words. 
slightly tumbled over one another, but 
here again it may have been a case of 
the natural blending of sounds heard 
from: great distances. Probably that 
was the case, for during the parts of 
the play which could be heard his read- 
ing was almost flawless, a happy me- 
dium between the ranting, hair-tearing 
performers of the Victorian era and 
the ultramodern method which seeks 
to reduce Shakespeare to the level of a 
vaudeville skit. Even some of the finer 
nauntes in the “To be, or not to be” 
soliloquy “came through” with remark- 
able clearness, to adapt, quite appropri- 
ately, the dialect of the radio. 

Louis Leon Hall, as Claudius, King of 
Denmark by the grace of God and the 
murder of his brother, gave.a very ef- 
fective presentation of this rather diffi- 
cult role; and Philip Quin, in the role 
of Polonius, was exquisite as the prolix 
Lord Chamberlain. ; 

Ethel Taylor, in the difficult role of 
Ophelia, gave a finished performance. 
Particularly in the mad scene im Act 
IV is her work of the highest order, for 
it is here that an unskillful performer 
can very-easily degrade the dramatist’s 
work to the realm of burlesque. Irby 
Marshall’s work in the role of the 
queen is difficult to evaluate from the 
‘sun bleachers, because her voice, un- 
happily does not have the carrying 
power of that of some of the other 
members of the cast. 

If the remaining numbers of the 
repertoire of this company are up to 
the standard set in what is, perhaps, 
the most difficult of all Shakespearean 
tragedies, Washington theatergoers are 
scheduled for a week’ of real enjoyment.

The social brilliance of the theater’s 
past which witnessed the debuts of 
many stars and furnished the scene of 
several inaugural balls was revived by 
the presence of social celebrities from 
official and resident Washington. In 
a stage box sat Jeanie Winston, queen 
of light opera in Washington and else- 
where in the nineties, with a party of 
friends. Miss Winston attended in 
compliment to T. Arthur Smith who 
first came to Washington as a profes- 
sional with her, 

Sparkling melodies, clever lines and a 
fantastic plot earned “The Black Hus- 
sar” the popularity it has enjoyed for 
some years. These qualities were 
brought well forward by last night’s 
singers and performers who gave it a 
most creditable production. The prin- 
cipals all showed training and balance 
in their work, and the chorus of 40 
men and women had‘a distinct charm 
of its own, giving verve to the tuneful 
ensemble parts in which it was heard. 


Settings Are Colorful. 
The plot of the opera is hung upon 


.@ slender thread, but it gave oppor- 


tunity for picturesque settings and dis- 
tinctive costuming. The scenery and 
costuming were beautiful and effective. 
The action was swift with no unseemly 
waits between the acts, and the or- 
chestra gave support to the singers, al- 


though at times the volume was a trifle 
too loud for the voices. 

The score of “The Black Hussar” is 
filled with opportunities for orchestral 
effects. These were mide the most of 
last night under the musical direction 
of Alfred Manning, who showed control 
and a fine sense of phrasing in his lead- 
ing. 

Bertram Peacock, as the leading man 
in the role of the Magistrate who vacil- 
lates from one allegiance to another, 
won new honors for himself by his 
vivid interpretation, mellow tones and 
high quality of dramatic art. He was 
ably seconded by H. A. Pfiel, as the 
Colonel of the Black Hussars, whose 
arias and duets were gems of vocaliza- 
tion. Lee Daly, as Piffkow, justified 
his well-earned title of the “American 
Pooh Bah” and combined with an ex- 
cellent voice a very thorough command 
of stage business and the art cf comic 
amusement of an audience. He was 
here, there and everywhere in every act 
and always raised a laugh and caught 
the fancy of the audience whenever he 
appeared.

Secretly investigating the tale 
throughout Sunday, the police finally 
took much credence in the youth's 
weird tale. The authorities ae 
the neighborhood of the supposéd 
shooting and found others who heard 
shots at the same time the youth 
declared the shooting occured. 

The investigation is being conducted 
by State’s Attorney Robert B. Peter, 
jr.. and Chief of Police Alvie A, Mox- 
ley. The authorities were retricent to 
discuss the affair yesterday but their 
mannerisms revealed that they were 
baffled.

Mayor Thompson Talks. 


Mayor Thornpson occupied the wit- 
ness chair only a short time. He 
stressed the need of arousing the Na- 
tion to the needs of controlling floods, 
diverting from that subject only to 
describe the value of steamship navi- 
gation from Chicago to New Orleans. 

The two governors, Small, of Illinois, 
and Sorlie, of North Dakota, said that 
their States, although out of the flood 
region. were cognizant of the effects 
of last spring’s disaster. 

“The flood conditions are too great 
for any States to remedy alone,”~said 
Gov Small. 

“It is not a sectional problem and 
it is not a political problem, but it is 
@ national affair. It is a national 
problem—flood control—one of nation- 
al welfare.” 

Various members of the committee 
concurred in this view, among them 
Representatives Kopp, of Iowa; Freer, 
of Wisconsin, and Sears, of Nebraska, 
all Republicans, who said they favored 
the ae ee by Congress of an ade- 
quate plah of control. 

Attorney General Oscar Carlstrom, of 
Illinois, declared that the American 
Legion, whom he represented at the 
hearing, supported flood control by 
the Federal Government. He read a 
resolution adopted ab the legion’s Paris 
convention. 


Thompson Called Sincere 
In Urging Flood Control 


The importance of the Thompson 
mission to the Capital to urge flood 
control was stressed last night by Will- 
iam D. McJunkin, president of the Mc- 
Junkin Advertising Co. and vice presi- 
dent of the National Oufdoor Advertis- 
ing Bureau, who came here on the train 
with the Thompson party. He is one 
of Mayor Thompson’s closest friends and 
supporters. McJunkin said: . 

“One thing that I want to emphasize 
is the. profound sincerity of William 
Hale Thompson in the advocacy of the 
principles he stands for. His political 
success has come from the conviction 
of the people of Chicago that he will 
not compromise for political expedi- 
ency any principle that he espouses. In 
the matter of flood control he is ac- 
tuated by the most unselfish motives. 

“It is impossible for the flood suffer- 
ers, for the people of the States where 
the fury of the river destroyed many 
lives and created property losses in the 
hundreds of millions of dollars, to cope 
with the situation. It is, as the mayor 
believes, a matter for Congress to han- 
dle alone. To get coordinated action 
and avoid the inefficient methods of 
flood control now used, it is absolutely 
imperative that Uncle Sam assume the 
financial burden of the economic and 
humane undert: xing. 

“Iam familiar with the sentiment of 
the Mississippi Valley, and can say with- 
out mental reservation that this senti- 
ment is cordially in sympathy with 
Mayor Thompson’s earnest efforts to 
prevent a recurrence of the appalling 
disaster that deprived 600,000 persons 
of their homes. 

“He is essentially. an optimist, a 
builder, and his work 
constructive. In surveying the objec- 
tives of the Chicago mayor it might be 
timely and purposeful to consider what 
the Mississippi Valley means as a fac- 
tor in the national welfare. It is the 
backbone of the “Nation. The region 
that lies between the Alleghenies and 
the Rockies furnishes the Nation 66 per 
cent of the area of the United States, 
64 per cent of the population, 70 per 
cent of all farm crops; 56 per cent of 
all wages, 58 per cent-of all manufac- 
tured products, 60 per cent of the nat- 
ural wealth, 46 per cent of the savings 
deposits, 80 per cent of the wheat, 93 
per cent of the cqrn, 84 per cent of 
the’ cotton, 96 per cent of the coal, 93 
per cent of the iron ore, 70 per cent of 
the petroleum, 80 per cent of the cat- 
tle, 63 per cent of the sheep, 91 per cent 
of the swine, and 73 per cent of the 
railway mileage. 

“The disaster that visited the Mis- 
sissippi Valley affected every citizen of 
the United States. dt is to prevent an- 
other sueh cataclysm of this sort-that 
Mayor Thompson is giving so generous- 
ly of his time, labor and money. With 
him this crusade for flood control has 
the sublime character of a national 
issue, affecting each and all of us. 
There is no politics being played, not a 
scintilla of personal aggrandizement 
He will carry it through to success. 
The greatest assurance that the people 
of the Mississippi Valley have that this 
relief will be given them is that Big 
Bill Thompson is at the helm. The 
Mississippi River with its tributaries, 
59 of which rank as navigable streams, 
drains 32 States. 

“With regard to the commitment of 
the, Chicago mayor to the proposition 
of ‘America first’ it might be said that 
this is a red-bloaded and _ patriotic 
stand, and is based on the declaration 
of George Washington when he said: 
‘It shall be for the best interest of 
all time for this Nation to maintain 
friendly relations with all European 
nations, but entangling alliances’ with 
none.’ And it is of interest to know 
that this sentiment is further exempli- 
fied and reaffirmed by what Thomas 
Jefferson, the ‘father of Democracy,’ 
said: ‘Peace, commerce and honest 
friendship with all nations—entangling 
alliances with none.’ 

“Mayor Thompson is of Revolution- 
ary stock, and his forbears were promi- 
nent in rendering distinguished serv- 
ice not only during the Revolutionary 
War but during the Civil War. He is 
tenacious of his principles, once he is 
sold on their fundamental truth: He 
knows no such word as ‘fail’ in his 
vocabulary, and counts no cost in 


pushing his objectives to a successful | 


issue.”

2,000 FOLLOWERS COME 
IN at SPECIAL CARS 


Singing Policemen, Along, 
Chant “America First” at 
Hotel; Here on Flood. 


Mayor William Hale Thompson of 
Chicago and fifteen of his political co- 
horts will have breakfast with President 
Coolidge at the White House this morn- 
ing. The table talk probably will cen- 
ter on flood-control legislation for the 
Mississippi Valley. 


The mayor arrived in Washington 
yesterday morning, accompanied by 
2,000 of his followers, an accordeon 
player, a banjo player and eight sing- 
ing policemen. 

As many\of the party as could took 
rooms in the Mayflower Hotel, about a 
stone’s throw from the British Embassy, 
where reside the diplomatic representa- 
tives of Thompson's great political foe, 
King George V. 


Hot Anti-British. 


But this visit to Washington has 
nothing to do with his war on pro- 
British text books in Chicago, the Mayor 
said, and he explained that he came 
here to get the Federal Government to 
do something about preventing a repe- 
tition of the disastrous Mississippi 
flood. Chicago is not exactly in the 
flood area, but it is near enough to it 
to suffer the disastrous economic con- 
sequences of a flood. 

In answer to a question about his 
pote against “anti-British propaganda,” 

Mayor Thompson snapped back that his 
drive had nothing to do with anything 
anti-British. 

“I am simply trying to stop “em from 
teaching the kids in Chicago that 
George Washington was a traitor and a 
rebel,” he declared. “They’ve been do- 
ing it for four years, and it’s got to 
stop.” 

The atmosphere at the Mayflower 
last night was little like the atmosphere 
of the Pilgrim ship that the hotel was 
named after. Just before the dinner 
hour eight stalwart Chicago cops 
gathered in the lobby, raised big 
megaphones to their mouths, and 
rencered Mayor Thompson's roaring 
campaign song, “America First.” 

“America first,” ‘they sang, “America 
last and always. 

: “The land of freedom and lib-er- 
es.” 
Call Upon Coolidge. 


As the caroling cops trailed off on 
“lib-er-tee,” the Chicagoans in the 
lobhy burst into applause. 

Shortly after the party arrived on 
ten special cars yesterday morning, 
Mayor Thompson called on President 
Coolidge and discussed flood relief 
legislation with him. 

A story went the rounds after 
Thompson’s visit to the White House 
that he was asked by interviewers where 
he was going and replied that he would 
like to get a little drink. 

“You might try the British Embassy,” 
somebody suggested, according to the 
story. To which, it was said, the mayor 
snorted an angry reply. 

Mayor Thompson’s friends call him 
the “father of flood relief,” and they 
tell about his 10,000-mile trip through 
the Mississippi basin after the last dis- 
astrous flood. Wherever he went, they 
said, he found that people were unani- 
mously of the opinion that the Federal 
Government should do something to 
prevent another suth disaster. 


Mayor Is for Control. 

“Mississippi flood control is a job 
for Uncle Sam,” Mayor Thompson said. 
“No one else can do it, and if Uncle 
San. doesn’t do it, the Mississippi Val- 
ley section is going to rack and ruin. 
This is, as I say, an American issue and 
is not local, and politics should not 
figure in it. 

“If the National Government handles 
this job of controlling the Mississippi 
River and its tributaries, it’s got to do 
it in bang-up fashion. There is no use 
dilly-dallying with it. There is no use 
fooling around throwing away a few 
millions a year if the job isn’t going to 
be done right. The customary methods 
of Congress to appropriate money for 
dabs here and there is the worst kind 
of extravagance.” 

Mayor Thompson has a huge suite of 
rooms at the Mayflower, and the three 
secretaries he brought here with him 
were as busy yesterday as they might 
be on election day at home. The sec- 
retaries are Robert J. Lyman, Miss Ruth 
Thompson and R. M. Perbrohner.

IN WAR FRAUD CASE 


Senator Looks Upon French) Phillips Lumber Action Must 


Proposal as Step in Right 
Direction. 


(Associated Press.) 

The proposal of France for a treaty 
to outlaw war between that~ nation 
and America is regarded by chairman 
Borah, of the Senate foreign relations 
committee, as a step in the pight di- 
rection. 

Preliminary conversations between 
the two countries, however, indicate 
that the question is still a long way 
from the treaty stage, and officials 
see little likelihood of concrete devel- 
opments for some time. The proposal 
as forwarded by .M. Briand, foreign 
minister to France, is understood to 
be merely a brief message outlining 
the plan. It is not in the form of a 
treaty, and this country is not expected 
to reply probably until the return to 
France in about three weeks of Am- 
bassador Herrick. 

Another proposal for the outlawing 
of war, that advanced recently by Wick- 
ham Steed, British journalist, and sug- 
gesting that America refrain from join- 
ing forces with a European nation wag- 
ing aggressive warfare, is not looked 
upon with so much favor by Senator 
Borah. This proposal is understood oy 
some to require that America refrain 
even from trading with such a nation, 
and this, the Senator believes, would 
consist of a violation of neutrality and 
inevitably make this country “the pe- 
culiar arbiter of European warfare.”

The defendants in the Phillips lum- 
ber case, one of the so-called war fraud 
cases, must wait upon the report ol 
the auditor of the District Supreme 
Court before taking their case to the 
Court of Appeals, according to a de- 


cision of the latter tribunal yesterday. 
An attempt was made to mandamus 
Justice Jennings Bailey, of the lower 
court, to compel him to fix bond on 
appeal, but this justice informed the 
appellate court that he was not through 
with the case. 

The defendants, which included John 
L. Philips, former Republican commit- 
teeman from Georgia, were assessed, 
in a memorandum opinion by Justice 
Bailey. more than $1,000,000 damages 
in an accounting suit filed by the Goy- 
ernment in which the recovery of al- 
leged secret profits in the sale of sur- 
plus cantonment lumber was sought. 

A decree followed the opinion of 
Justice Bailey. Certain defendants 
were exonerated and others were as- 
sessed damages and the entire case 
was referrd to the auditor for mathe- 
matical work which the court was not 
equipped to perform. The defendants 
insisted on taking the case immediately 
to the Court of Appeals and Justice 
Bailey declined to fix the bond on ap- 
peal. 


Kansas Flag Presented to New.

No Additional Delay Foreseen 
on That Score, Claudel 
Infers. 


(Associated Press.) 

The State Department answer to the 
last French communication on the 
tariff controversy was dispatched to 
Paris late yesterday after a conference 
between Ambassador Claudel and de- 
partment officials. 

The communication is understood to 
be confined to an explanation of tech- 
Mical points it was found necessary to 
clear up as a prelimimary to the open- 
ing of negotiations between the two 
governments for a commercial treaty 
that would regularize tariff relation- 
ships. 

Washington officials were hopeful 
that the new note would be the last 
with France and that provisional tariff 
agreement between the two countries 
which will endure for the period of the 
treaty negotiations would be put into 
effect without delay It was explained 
that there appeared to be ne obstacle 
to the opening of the treaty negotia- 
tions remaining that could not be 
dealt with informally. 


Delay Is Predicted. 


At the French Embassy it was indi- 
cated that there might be delay due 
to the fact that France is now nego- 
tiating a commercial treaty with Bel- 
gium. In view of the fact that the pro- 
longed tariff correspondence has served 
finally to bring about a virtually com- 
plete agreement on a_ provisional 
regime that will relieve American ex- 
ports to France, however, the possible 
delay in starting the actual treaty 
negotiations is held to be of no par- 
ticular significance.

“States’ rights” question is nonparti- 
san.

CONTROL OF SOUTHERN. 
PLANE SYSTEM BOUGHT 


Purchase Gives Air Mail Con- 
tract Between Key West 
and Havana. 


New York, Noy. 7 (A.P.).—Formation 
of a company to control a through air- 
way line connecting North and South 
America and carrying passengers, ex- 


press and mail, was announced today 
by Robert Atkins, of the banking firm 
of Hayden, Stone & Co. 

The new company will be known as 
the Atlantic Gulf & Caribbean Airline, 
Inc Those heading the company in- 
clude Percy A. Rockefeller, Richard F. 
Hoyt, and other members of the firm of 
Hayden, Stone & Cop 

The Atlantic Gulf & Caribbean Co., 
which recently was incorporated in 
Delaware, has purchased a controlling 
interest and now is the holding com- 
pany of the Pan-American airways, 
Atkins said. The Pan-American Co. 
at present is operating_an airplane mail 
service between Key West, Fla., and 
Havana. 


To Seek More Contracts. 


The holding organization, Atkins 
said, will seek additional air mail con- 
tracts as thev are offered for the trans- 
portation of mail up the coast of the 
Southern States. 

Eventually, Atkins added, other com- 
panies will be formed as subsidiaries of 
the Atlantic Gulf & Caribbean Co., and 
in this manner it is hoped to form :2 
airway line connecting the two conti- 
nents. The routes that the operating 
companies would control already have 
been laid out, he said, adding that 
Central America would be included in 
the link rather than the West Indies, 
where another company now is operat- 
ing. 

It is not the intention of the pro- 
moters, Atkins said, to solicit passen- 
ger traffic on the route between Key 
West and Havana until after “we have 
demonstrated with several months of 
service with the mails that the land 
planes are wholly fitted for the flight.”

CIVIL AVIATION PLANS 
GIVEN TO PRESIDENT 


Secretary Hoover Submits His 
Program to Assist Com- 
mercial Flying. 


The Commerce Department’ program 
for developing aids to commercial avi- 
ation was laid before President Coolidge 
yesterday by Secretary Hoover. Also at 
the conference were Assistant Secre- 
tary MacCracken, in charge of aviation 
in the Commerce Department, and Di- 
rector Lord, of the budget. 

Although the President has mani- 
fested an interest in the development 
of civil aeronautics and has expressed 
a desire that the Government lend a 
helping hand, the outcome of the White 
House meeting was not disclosed, Mr. 
Coolidge having let it be known that 
his recommendations to Congress would 
not be given c t in advance of his an- 
nual message. It developed, however, 
that the Commerce Department has un- 
der consideration numerous devices to 
pave the way for safer ir transporta- 
tion by private interests, correspond- 
ing to the safeguards which have been 
set up by the Government for mariners. 

Among the things for which it * -pes 
to obtain funds are the erection of 
beacon lights for night flying and ade- 
quate signs to mark the way during the 
day, along with the installation of radio 
equipment which would permit aviators 
to find their location after having be- 
come temporarily lost in a storm.

@he Board of Supervisors of Fairfax 
County have voted to accept the pro- 
posal of J. Kent White, electrical con- 
tractor of Alexandria to install, free of 
cost to the county, special lighting fix- 
tures over the glass cases containing 
the wills of George and Martha Wash- 
ington, which are on exhibition in the 
office of the clerk of the court.

PROSECUTION TO GO ON 


Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 7 (A.P.).— 
Government efforts to stop sales of 
malt and other materials alleged to be 


for use in home brewing were partly 
rebeffed in Federal court today. 

Federal Judge William A. Cant held 
illegal the seizure of the $15,000 stock 
of the Cleco Supply Co here October

illegal by fhe court, and for this rea- 
son it was indicated Judge Cant also 
would grant release of the stock’ from 
the libel attion ‘under proper request. 

Andrew J. ‘Volstead,- who gave his 
name to the prohibition act and who 
is continuing his fight for prohibition 
as legal adviser to the Northwest pro- 
hibition enforcement director, said he 
Saw no serious setback for the Gov- 
ernment in Judge Cant’s decision. 

It is the Government’s intention, it 
was: indicated, to proceed with the 
prosecution of both criminal and libel 
actions against the Cleco Co.’s owner, 
Leo F, Brill, on the grounds that he is 
illegally selling materials for the manu- 
facture of intoxicating liquor. 

The raid of the $15,000 stock, now 
set aside, did not add any important 
evidence to that already in possession 
of the Government, according to the 
prohibition enforcement agents, and 
they expect to try for convictions with- 
out the stock as evidence.

Every year, in November, the elections to 
the city and borough councils give a fairly 
accurate account. 

Most interest centered, perhaps, on Leeds. 
There, to the gasping astonishment of the rest 
of Britain, a laborite city council was elected 
last year. Not only was it elected, but it also 
proceeded from the beginning to carry gut 
socialistic experiments, and thereby incurred 
anathema from the other two parties. A de- 
termined attempt was made at last week’s 
election to change the political complexion of 
this council, but the attempt failed miserably, 
for, instead of losing, labor actually made a 
net gain of two seats, 

National elections do not always run along 
the lines of local elections, but the swing to- 
ward labor is so pronounced that it is causing 
heartburnings and heart searchings among 
the leaders of the other parties in the king- 
dom. In the ordinary course, the life of the 
present parliament would not expire until 
about two years from now, but public opinion 
may force an earlier dissolution. As a matter 
of fact, the labor leaders have been clamoring 
for a dissolution, and it is quite on the cards 
that the conservative cabinet may decide ‘“‘to 
go to the country” in the near future lest, 
later, worse befall.

CREATORS OF 


AVIATION. 


On the heels of the announcement that Maj. 

Bernardi, Italian airplane expert, had 
the world’s speed record for boyd 
planes, Lieut. Alford J. Williams, U. S. , has 
laid claim to the unofficial speed “elas for 
land planes. Maj. de Bernardi was officially 
timed over the Venice-Lido course at an aver- 
per hour. Lieut Williams 
kept his own time over a course lying between 
Curtiss and Mitchel Fields, Long Island, for 
a record of 322.6 miles per hour. 

During this week, Lieut. Williams wiil con- 
tinue his flights with the tiny blue and gold 
racer in the hope of officially establishing a 
world record. Disappointed in his hope of 
entering the ship in the Schneider Cup races 
for seaplanes, bad weather and 
troubles having intervened to prevent his get- 
ting to Italy in time, Lieut. Williams has 
pinned his hopes of bringing laurels to Amer- 
ica on the revamped plane, on which the pon- 
toons have been replaced with wheels. A\l- 
though the unofficial record was gained by 
aid of favorable wind, those who are familiar 
with the capabilities of the ship and its pilot 
believe that he can equal the speed then at- 
tained.

MICHIGAN HITS IT UP. 


The new automobile traffic code that re- 
cently went into effect in Michigan makes 
the horizon the limit, so far as speed is con- 
Slow driving, which causes conges- 
tion, is prohibited. Each driver is expected 
to utilize caution at all times, and reckless 
driving is dealt , with severely. If the road 
ahead is reasonably clear, however, with no 
crossroads, no children playing on the high- 
way, and no congestion within sight, the law 
does not care what the speedometer registers. 

Careful observers of the new order 
it as the solution of the traffic problem, The 
“loafer” has been swept from the highways, 
road time between industrial centers has been 
diminished by 90 per cent, traffic congestion 
has been virtually eliminated, and despite the 
fact that the usual speed has. become 55 and 
60 miles an hour in the open country, a care- 


ful check-up of accidents and reckless driving | 


reveals no increase in either. 

Traffic authorities have been convinced for 
some time that the country must move auto- 
mobiles at high speeds if congestion is to be 
avoided. Many States have increased their 
speed limits in recent years with this in view, 
but Michigan is the first to adopt so radical an 
innovation. The experiment, therefore, is be- 
ing watched closely throughout the country 
with a view of adopting it elsewhere should 
Michigan find it desirable. 

The automobile of today on a clear road is 
just as safe at speeds of 50 or 55 miles an 
hour as yesterday’s was at 20. 
today lies not so much in speed as in at- 
tempting to pass the car driven at 15 miles an 
hour, the “loafer” which holds up the entire 
traffic stream. With good brakes, good tires 
and good steering mechanism insisted upon, 
and a reckless driving law rigidly enforced, 
there is little danger and much of advantage 
in authorizing high speed rules,

COOLIDGE HAS NO VOICE, 
PAPER IN LONDON SAYS 


Sensation Created in Cairo 
and London by Blue Nile 
Region Project. 


Liverpool, England, Nov. 7 (A.P.).— 
The mystery which has attached to the 
reported negotiation of an agreement 
between an American engineering corp- 
oration and the Abyssinian government 
for the construction of a dam across the 
Blue Nile, which has stirred the Egyp- 
tian government and the British press, 
is all a “tempest in a teapot,” declared 
Dr. Wargoneh Martin, Abyssinian repre- 
sentative at the negotiations who ar- 
rived here today aboard the steamship 
Laconia. 

Dr. Martin, interviewed on landing, 
insisted that the Blue Nile dam project 
was for the British government itself, 
that no contract had been signed and 
that if the British government disap- 
proves of it, “that’s the end of the mat- 
ter.” 


“There apparently has been a storm 
during my crossing,” Dr. Martin said. 
“Up to date no contract has been signed 
with the J. G. White’ Corporation, of 
New York, and as far as I know no 
misunderstanding exists. The British 
government wants to control the Blue 
Nile by building a dam at Lake Tsana. 
The matter has been under discussion 
for twenty years and British engineers 
have estimated the cost at £4,000,000. 


Dam for British Government. 


“A long time ago I was asked by the 
Abyssinian government to go to Amer- 
ica to discuss the matter with the 
White corporation. While 1 was there, 
nothing was settled and no contract 
was signed. I am not going direct to 
the Foreign Office now although I may 
see Mr. Murray (John Murray, head of 
the Egyptian section of the Foreign 
Office) while passing through London 
en route to Abyssinia. 

“You must understand that this dam 
is being done for the British govern- 
ment. We don’t .ant it in Abyssinia 
It is to supply water to the Soudan 
If the British government is not satis- 


|fied it can drop the matter immedi- 
| ately 


We are only anxious to meet 
the British government’s wishes. 1 
have been in America for two months 
looking for an efficient firm of en- 
gineers. If the British government dis- 
approves, that’s the end of the matter. 

“Under the treaty, when the dam is 
built, the British government will pay 
for the water. It isn’t a political mat- 
ter, it is purely a commercial idea If 
the British government is satisfied 
building can start within a few months’ 
time and would take about three years 
to complete.” 

Dr Martin was emphatic in declaring 
that he only carried a proposition from 
the White Engineering Corporation and 
no signed contract. “He said that he 
had advised the Washington State De- 
partment of the plans and had con- 
ferred with President Coolidge, but 
quite informally as a matter of 
courtesy. 


He Made the Announcement. 


New York, Nov. 7 (A.P.).—Dr. Warg- 
neh Martin, who negotiated the agree- 
ment with J. G. White Engineering 
Corporation for the Blue Nile dam 
project, was the author of the only an- 
nouncement concerning the matter, E. 
N. Chilson, vice president of the cor- 
poration, said today. 

Mr. Chilson would not comment on 
Dr. Martin’s statement in Liverpool that 
the matter was ended if the British gov- 
ernment disapproved. 

“We had an agreement with Dr. Mar- 
tin,” Mr. Chilson said. “Of course, I do 
not understand his comment in Lover- 
pool, and therefore can say nothing 
about it. 

“The J. G. White Corporation did not 
make the announcement of the agree- 
ment. Dr. Martin did that before he 
sailed, as the papers of November 2 will 
show.” 

Dr. Alfred Yuttner, Dr. Martin’s New 
York representative, who gave out an 
interview on November 2, giving details 
of the agreement, also was silent. 


Not Up to Coolidge, Is View. 


London, Nov. 7 (A.P.).—The_ Daily 
News today saw behind the reported 
agreement of the Abyssinian govern- 
ment to grant an American firm the 
right to build a dam across the Blue 
Nile near Lake Tsana an intention on 
the part of the Abyssinian government 
to administer a rebuff to the British 
government. 

Breaking the _ silence which the 
London papers have maintained edi- 
torially toward the project, the Daily 
News termed it a “disturbing episode.” 
It declared that the Abyssinians resisted 
for years the British proposal to build 
a dam on the ground that it might 
threaten independence, but now they 
possibly were prepared to run that 
risk for the purpose of administering 
a rebuff to British pretensions. 

The Daily News declared: “Whether 
or not President Coolidge bestowed his 
blessing on the scheme, the issue does 
not rest with President Coolidge. It 
is an issue between AbyssMmia and 
Great Britain.” 

The paper suggests that the matter 
be referred to the League of Nations 
Since both Abyssinia and Great Britain 
are members of the league. 

Cairo, Egypt, Nov. 7 (A.P.).—The 
Egyptian cabinet has decided to request 
the Egyptian Minister at Washington 
to furnish as soon as possible full 
particulars on the projected dam of 
the Blue Nile at the outlet of Lake 
Tsana, a concession for which is re- 
ported to have been conceded to an 
American company by the Abyssinian 
government. 

The cabinet also has communicated 
with the Egyptian representative in 
London regarding the situation which 
has created a sensation in Egypt. 


U. 8S. Criticized in Rome. 


Rome, Nov. 7 (A.P.).—The reported 
intention of the J. G. White Engingering 
Corporation of New York to conclude 
@ contract with Abyssinia to “build a 
dike diverting the channel of the Blue 
Nile, today brought caustic criticism 
from the Fascist paper L’Impero. 

“American imperialism of the 
‘Deutschland’ type,” is the title with 
which L’Impero heads its article. 

“We feel entire solidarity with Lon- 
don against an inferior race which dis- 
avows its own pledges,” the Fascist pa- 
per says with regard to the belief that 
Abyssinia would be breaking a treaty 
pledge by permitting the construction 
of a dam without the approval of Great 
Britain. . 

The newspaper deplores that Ameri- 
can citizens should raise such an in- 
cident and calls “comic” the alleged 
Abyssinian intention of freeing herself 
from foreign interference through “the 
disinterested. assistance of America, 
which is the most imperialistic nation 
of our time.”

IRERALS IN LEAD AS U.S 
NDS NICARAGUA VOTERS 


Polls Guarded by Marines, 
Who Report Orderliness 
Featured Election. 


MUY MUY ATTACK SEEN 


Managua, Nicaragua, Nov. 7 (A.P.).— 
United States Marines and national 
guard patrols kept watch over the mu- 
nicipal elections held throughout Nica- 
ragua Sunday. Col. Louls M.. Gulick, 
commander of the Fifth Brigade, U. 8S. 
Marine Corps, said today that no dis- 
turbances were reported by the patrols, 
law and order prevailing throughout. 


It will be several days before final 
results are announced, but the figures 
in some of the towns are interesting. 
In Managua the liberals scored heavily 
over the conservatives. On the recorded 
vote up to this afternoon the liberals 
had 3,259 and the conservatives 1,616. 
In Granada the vote stood conservatives 
1,926, liberals 854. 

At Leon, a liberal stronghold, the 
liberal vote was 2,600, the conservative 
vote 5. The conservatives are ahead 
by a few votes at Masaya, but at Mata- 
galpa the liberals were four to one in 
the majority. 

The government has received a report 
from the important town of Muy Muy 
that a rebel band of 60 men is com- 
mitting depredations in that vicinity 
and that the bandits notified the au- 
thorities that Muy Muy would be at- 
tacked some time today. American 
Marine airplanes were dispatched .to 
ascertain conditions there. 

Early unconfirmed election reports 
indicate that the liberals won the 
mayoralty contest here and that the 
conservatives won in Granada, Masaya 
and Rivas. American marines were on 
guard during the voting. 

Very few disturbances were reported. 


The Nicaraguan municipal elections 
Sunday were generally looked upon as 
providing a test of sentiment in an- 
ticipation of the presidential election 
next.year. Liberals have contended 
that their followers include 80 per cent 
of the country’s population, and that 
the present conservative Diaz govern- 
ment was placed in power through 
force in violation of the constitution,

OBSERVANCE OF REDS 
LASTS LATE INTO NIGHT 


Open Fight Between Parties Is 
Held Inevitable in 
London. 


Moscow, Nov. 7 (A.P.).—Moscow’s big 
parade in honor of the tenth anniver- 
sary of the revolution ended late to- 
night - with ‘seemingly interminable 
homeward bound processions winding 
slowly through the streets in the crim- 
son glow of innumerable lights to the 
city’s widespread suburbs. Despite the 
ebbing parade, however, Moscow’s main 
street and revolutionary square con- 
tinued seething with dense crowds 
listening to speeches and radio concerts, 
while the wheels of traffic were at a 
complete standstill. 

All the theaters and clubs gave gala 
performances and banquets for the 
workers’, soldiers’ and peasants’ organi- 
gations. The restaurants and stores, 
which had been cjosed all day, will 
remain closed tomorrow. 

In the course of the day opposition 
factions indulged in small skirmishes 
at various points in the line of march. 
They attempted to address the demon- 
strators, but were howled down by loyal 
communists. Usually the incidents 
ended quickly without police interfer- 


ence. 
Trotzky Forced to Detour. 


At one point Leon Trotzky, former 
commisar of war and now opposed to 
the Stalin regime, riding in a carriage, 
attempted to pass a cordon of militia- 
men, but, not having the necessary 
passport, was held up and obliged to 
take a different route, his only geaction 
being slight irritation, betrayed by a 
somewhat bitter smile. 

Preobrashensky and Smilga, opposi- 
tionists, -attempted to address the 
marching columns from the balcony 
of a hotel, but they were booed down 
and quickly retired. The same hostility 
greeted others carrying. portraits of 
Trotzky who attempted to cross Red 
square, and they had to withdraw in 
consequence of the resentmenf of the 
demonstrators.

Princess Ileana, beautiful 18-year-old 
daughter of Queen Marie, of Roumania, 
has been pronounced by the director 
of the Roumanian state physical cul- 
ture academy to be one of the most per- 
fectly developed girls in Europe: He at- 
tributes her beauty of form and limb 
to constant gymnastics, swimming and 
outdoor sports.

London, .Nov. / (A: P. ).—The British 
Parliament convenes at Westminster to- 
morrow for a short session .which ._prom- 
ises one of the sharpest législative bat- 
tles in the career of the Baldwin gov- 
enrment, 

Disarmament, votes for “flappers,” re- 
form of the house of lords, government 
economy, “the dole’’ and _ British 
movies all are issues of great domestic 
interest upon which debate will rage in 
the hoyse of commons. 

Anticipating dissolution in. 1928 or 
1929 at the latest, Conservatives, La- 
borites and Liberals already are ma- 
neuvering for advantage in the next 
!general election. 

Oné of the first moves of the oppo- 
sition during the short session will be 
to demand discussion of the breakdown 
of the naval limitations conference ‘at 
Genava. The resignation of Viscount 
Cecil from the Baldwin cabinet, after 
the failure of this conference, called by 
President Coolidge, has been seized by 
Premier Baldwin’s opponents as an op- 
portunity to gain’ political advantage 
from the disarmament situation. 

The thorniest problem confronting 
parliament is the reform of the house 
of lords. In a recent speech at Cardiff, 
Mr. Baldwin promised that the cabinet 
would reach a decision as soon as: pos- 
sible and announce it this year. 

The hottest fight will be over the un- 
employment insurance bill, which pro- 
posed to reduce the “dole” or unem- 
ployment benefits. Liberals re expect- 
ed to line up up Laborites in -opposing 
government proposals. 

The movie films bill would give effect 
to views expressed by the recent im- 
perial conference, which declared for 
more and better British films for dis- 
tribution throughout the empire.

SOUP AND PLACE PLATES. 


Y Dear Miss Singleton: Please 
M tell me why a lady can not get 
: the proper kind of soup plates 
in china any more at the large de- 
partment shops? I am told that wide 


cups for thick soup, and little saucer- 
like. bowls are what the public de- 
mand. . s this so? And why? Surely 
no ‘household that knows about social 
customs use such things for dinners. 
And please tell me about place 
plates. I have always used the regu-' 
lar-sized dinner plates under my soup 
plates, and had them put on again 
for the main course I notice all the 
houses I go to follow this rule. Where 
did the idea of “place plates” as extra 
ornamental extravagances —, — 


I sympathize with W. T. on both 
these points. I suppose the reason 
why few ladies with inherited knowl- 
edge of social customs find what they 
want in the shops of today is because 
most of the shop’s trade is not done 
with people of inherited social knowl- 
edge. It is done with a large, lately 
tich public, which forms its customs 
from what it sees at restaurants or 
what the different manufacturers 
manufacture in the kind of novelties 
that tempt. uneducated taste. There 
is one fashion for people with back- 
srounds and another for people who 
are busy making foregrounds; and the 
fashions are not the same, According 
to inherited good form, cups are pos- 
sible only for soup at luncheon. For 
the evening meal, soup plates are al- 
ways used—good, large-sized “rimmed” 
soup plates—whether the soup Is thick 
ox thin. Also, according to inherited 
good form, any plate set under the 
oyster plate, or soup plate, is in a 
place plate, and special plates -would 
not be considered necessary. 

There is, however, absolutely no 
reason why the foregrounders should 
follow the backgrounders unless they 
wish. Soup is just as good—if it is 
zood—eaten from a cup as a plate. 
[It is difficult for me to imagine a 
formal dinr.: party all sipping out of 
eups—but then, I’m an old back- 
rrounder. Again, I can not care for 
place plates that are such works of 
wt that they mustn't be eaten off. 
To my mind, the moment a plate is 
~coo fine for its real use, it becomes 
vad taste to have it on the table. 
Yowever, if all tastes were the same, 
xommerce would have a hard time of 
t.

RESULTS OF MIXING THE RACES. 


R. R. M. FLEMING undertook to 
D find out how the physical quali- 

ties showed themselves in a group 
of mixed whites and blacks, and whites 
and Chinese, in an English port city. 
In this city there was considerable in- 
termarriage between these several races, 
as well as a good many illegitimate 
births, and, in consequence, there was 
a considerable mixed breed popula- 
tion. : 

In the children of mixed white and 
negro blood, the evidence of the latter 
blood ig plainly discernible, even in the 
children of the second generation, in 
whom three-fourths of the inheritance 
was white. Since nearly all negroes 
and most whites have long, narrow 
heads, nearly all the half breeds were 
long headed. Seventy per cent of the 
mixed breeds had the.long, slender legs 
and the bulbous bone endings near 
joints that°are rather peculiar to ne- 
groes. Seventy per cent had noses 
which showed the negro blood unmis- 
takably. , 

With three exceptions all showed pig- 
mentation of the skin. This included 
the quarter breeds and octoroons, as 
well as the half breeds. The distribu- 
tion of the pigment in different parts 
of the body was very uneven. In some 
the color was deeper on the face; in 
others on the trunk, and still others on 
the legs. There did not seem to beany 
genetic law covering pigmentation, 
either as to amount, distribution or age 
at which it was most in evidence. 


Where the white parent was Portu- 
guese the color waS an orange-yellow. 
and the cheeks were pink—a kind of 
pigmentation that was not found where 
the white parent was Anglo-Saxon. 

Thirty per cent of the children with 
Anglo-Saxon parent had English eyes 
and 70 per cent negro.eyes. Fifty per 
cent had typical negro hair; 25 per 
cent had English hair. In 25 per cent 
the hair was a blend. In 12 per cent 
the lips were English; in 50 per cent 
they were negro, and in the remainder 
they were of a mixed type. In some 
casts one lip was a negro type, the 


other a white type. All in all, the 
negro seemed more prepotent than the 
white. The qualities transmitted were 
more negro than white. . 


In the .mixtures. of whites . and 
Chinese the following were the propor- 
tions of different physical characteris- 
tics: 473 per cent of the children 
had that peculiar fold of the skin 
near the eye which gives the slant eye 
so characteristic of the Chinese eye; 
68.4 per cent had the yellow tinge to 
the skin, of the type which char- 
acterizes the Chinese; a like proportion 
had eyes the color of those of the 
Chinese; 47.3 per cent had Chinese 
hair; 55 per cent had broad, flat noses; 
47.3 per cent, broad lips; 40 per cent 
had heads which were broad across the 
temples, a characteristic of the Chinese 
head; 85 per cent had long heads. The 
generally accepted notion that Chinese 
mixed breeds tend to have round heads 
was not verified. 

The Chinese, as compared with the 
British, seemed to be prepotent, but 
not as strongly so as negroes,

tell me a iittle about gravel or kidney 
stones? A member of my family is sub- 
ject to it, and after almost any strenu- 
ous exercise there is the dreadful

3. What is the best way to hurry the 
passing of the stone along? I use hot 
wet cloths as fast as I can get them 
ready. 

REPLY. 


1. Not much is known. They are due 
to mineral salts and they vary in chemi- 
cal composition. So long as they are 
quiet they cause but little pain. When 
they move they tear tissue, causing 
pain and bleeding. Therefore, .small 
stones are likely to cause pain; large 
ones are likely to be painless. We do 
not know why they form although we 
do some guessing. 

2. Probably not. In the old days it 
was thought that drinking very hard 
water predisposed to kidney stones, but 
the theory has not stood up vwell. 

3. The method is as good as any. Sit- 
ting in a tub of hot water is supposed 
to help. The full dose of morphine 
which doctors give, or the anesthesia 
from ether or chloroform is more ef- 
fective in causing relaxation and, in 
that way preventing scratching, easing 


pain and stopping hemorrhage.

Then I suspect that she 
has been eating indiscriminately in an 
effort to put on pounds. The results 
are that she overloads her system with 
food that can not be assimilated and 
creates a self-poisoning that shows in 
eruptions on the skin. 

Here are a few suggestions as to diet 
which may well be followed by every 
one (with individual qualifications), 
but most particularly by those 
who earnestly want to banish skin 
blemishes, Do not eat candy, pastry 
rich cakes and heavy puddings, queer 
sauces and gravies, pickles, spicy con- 
diments, or fried foods. Avoid the 
things that you know to disagree with 
you—lobster, Trarebits, or whatever it 
may be in your case. Eat sparingly of 
meat. Drink very .little coffee and 
tea. 

And here are a few things that you 
should do. Drink plenty of plain pure 
water between meals. Eat some fresh 
fruit twice a day.
